South Seattle Community College: No power, currently 1000 people being sheltered.

Net Control Station: North Seattle Community College, please report. 


North Seattle Community College: No power, currently 1500 people being sheltered.

Net Control Station: Central Seattle Community College, please report. 


Central Seattle Community College: No power, currently 2000 people being sheltered.

Net Control Station: Bellevue College, please report.
